In such a mani 
test and marvellous interposition as this, of the 


ivine Arm, in our affairs, we cannot exclude God, 
or make his justice a minus quality, or a mere 
make weight tor our expediency, without destrue- 
tion, We cannot any longer subject his will to 
our judgment, or make expediency the interpreter 
of his providence, as we have of our own Constitu- 
tion, and count upon his blessing. 

Second, there is the political position; We 
must take possession of the Constitution, as it is, 
for God and justice. This is our block-house, 
against savages, our citadel against the rebels, not 
theirs. ‘The Constitution is to be interpreted for 
freedom and justice, and appropriated aud execu- 
ted accordingly ; and slavery is forthwith an out- 
law, and they are outlaws and pirates, whether 
South or North, who would usurp and ; 33 
the Constitution, not for freedom, but against 
it.

ADDRESS 
of the Committee from the State of 
Missouri to President Lincoln. 


Mr. Prestpent: On the first day of the present 
month of September, a Mass Convention of the 
Radical Union men of Missouri was held at Jet- 
ferson City. It was the largest Mass Conven- 
tion ever held in that State; men from every 
quarter of the State being present ; all actuated 
by the spirit of unconditional and unwavering 
loyalty to the Constitution and the Union ; all 
sincerely attached to you as Chief Magistrate 
of the nation; and ali earnestly desiring that 
your Administration should redound to the hon- 
or of your own name and the good of our belov- 
ed country. 

Previous to the assembling of that Convention, 
public meetings were held in the great majority 
of the counties of the State, in almost every one 
of which resolutions were adopted cordially sus- 
taining your Administration, and distinctly in- 
dorsing those great features of your policy—the 
Proclamation of Emancipation, and the employ- 
ment of negro troops ; upon which, in our opin- 
ion, the early success of the Government in sub- 
duing the Rebellion largely depends. The Mass 
Convention, likewise, emphatically declared its 
approval of those measures. In marked contrast 
with the action so taken is the almost utter si- 
lence of our opponents, in their meetings, in re- 
gard to those great measures and to your admini- 
stration. You can judge, Mr. President, from 





hese facts, who are your friendg in Missouri. 


Among the proceedings of that Mass Conven- 
tion was the appointment of a Committee of one 
or more from each county of the State there rep- 
resented, to proceed to the City of Washington, 
and endeavor, by a personal conference with you, 
to remove from your mind injurious impressious 
which our opponents have long and industrious- 
ly sought to create, and to procure, if possible, 
a change in the Governmental policy in reference 
to Missouri. In pursuance of that appointment, 
we, Whose names are hereto subscribed, seventy 
in number, coming from 57 counties of thatState, 
(containing, according to the census of 1560, 
more than three-fourtos of its entire population), 
and representing all the industrial avocations ot 
life, have journeyed more than one thousand 
miles to pertorm the duty assigned us, some of 
us doing so under circumstances of much diffi- 
culty and personal danger. We have brought 
With us a unanimess and confiding faith in your 
patriotism, generosity and integrity, and an un- 
questioning belief in your readiness to do whiat- 
ever is right in regard to our State, whenever 
you are fully advised concerning its aflairs. 

We represent, as we verily believe, a large 
majority of the people of Missouri, and a stll 
larger majority of its lawful voters. 

We come troma loyal people. Through the 
fiery trials of the last thirty months they have 
been willing to peril their all for the Union 
cause; and multitudes of them have not only 
periled all, but lost all but their lives in that 
cause, or in consequence of their Known identi- 
fication with it. No accumulation of wromg and 
calamity has been suflicient to swerve them for 
a moment from their devotion to it and to your 
Administration, in every step you have taken to 
subdue the rebellion. No doubts or cavils have 
held them back, no denunciations deterred them, 
from rendering an open, Courageous, and honest 
support tg adi your jueasures toward that great 
end. For ourselves, and on their behalt, we bid 
you God-speed in every policy tending to re- 
establish the righttul authority of the nation 
over every foot ot its soil. 

The Radical Unica men of Missouri, recogniz- 
ing in the institution of slavery the one sole 
cause and the very I'te of the rebellion, and be- 
lieving in their inm. st hearts that the continued 
existence of that institution is utterly inconsis- 
tent with the satety of our country, have deliber 
ately planted themselves in a position of hostility 
toit. They demand its immediate removal trom 
Miss suri, het only bor hae rowh sake, but as her 
contribution, for the sake of the Union, toward 
its entire aud final extirpation from American 
soil, They are opposed to its gradual removal, 
ala time When the late of the country 
upon the dread arbitrament of a war be 
un and continued solely tor the extension and 
perpetuation of slavery, they do not believe that 
it has any claim to the consideration or forbear- 
ance of the true friends ot the Union anywhere.

Vo are opposed, in Missouri, by a party which 
holds to Conservatism as its fundamental idea. 


“We desire that you should know who Compose 


it. It comprises every disloyal man in the state; 
every man who demes that slavery was the 
cause of the rebellion ; every man who desires 
to uphold slavery ; every man who sympathizes 
with the rebellion; every man whose hands are 
red with the blood of Union men; every man 
who opposed the issue of your proclamation ot 
emancipation; every man who holds that proc- 
lamation revocable, and that its revocation would 
return to slavery the negroes it freed ; every 
man Who opposes the enlistment of negroes in 
our army ; every man who carps at the radical 
policy of your Administration ; every man who 
denounces you; and every man who would em- 
barrass your efforts to save the Union and the 
Constitution from the assaults of slavery. With 
them are associated a small body of Union men, 
who were so from the outbreak of the rebellion, 
and a larger body of those who were then open- 
ly disloyal, and who have since become protess- 
edly Union men, only because they found it dan- 
serous to be anything else, and who are at heart 
no more patriots how than when they bitterly 
denounced you for your early efforts to array the 
power of the nation for the overthrow of the Re- 
bellion. 

irom a party so constituted, no conservatism 
could be expected, nor has any been realized, 
but of the institution of slavery and the interests 
connected with it, as the foundation of social or- 
ganization, but far more as the basis of political 
power. It was the representatives of that party 
who, in the State Couvention of Missouri, disre- 
garded the loyal sentiment of the State, and 
passed a so-called Ordinance of Emancipation, 
which, instead of liberating Missouri at once 
from the nation’s greatest enemy, fastened that 
enemy upon her, absolutely, for seven years to 
come, and, in a modified torm, for a quarter of a 
century after that. And we believe that even 
that ordinance was passed in the expectation otf 
its repeal before the date fixed for slavery to 
cease. Between such a party aud that we repre- 
sent there is, can be and ought to be no concord, 
but only antagonism and strife, as there ought 
to be forever between those who stand by their 
country against a/l enemies, and those who divide 
their allegiance between their country and sla- 
very. 

It has so happened that the State Government 
of Missouri, not by tie direct vote of the people, 
but by the will of a Convention elected in Feb- 
ruary, 1861, and continuing itself in existence 
and power until July, 1863, has been entrusted 
to one whose conservative policy has been a 
source of great uneasiness and discord. When 
in July, 1861, that Convention deposed Clayborne 
F, Jackson from the office of Governor, and ap- 
pointed Hamilton R. Gamble, provisionally, to 
that office, the latter opened his administration 
with a proclamation to the people of the State, 
in which he said that his appointment ‘‘would 
satisfy all that no countenance would be afford- 
ed to any scheme or any conduct calculated in 
any degree to interfere with the institution of 
slavery existing in the State, and that to the 
utmost extent of Executive power that institu- 
tion would be protected.” From the day of 
the publication of that proclamation to the 
present, Gov. Gamble’s policy and acts have 
had a pro-slavery character, while the uncon- 
ditional Unionism of the State has steadily ad- 
vanced towards its present anti-slavery attitude. 
The Radicals of Missouri desired and demanded 
the election of a new Convention, for the pur- 
pose of ridding the State of slavery immediately. 
He, while such a proposition was pending in the 
Legislature, at its adjournment over to the ensu- 
ing November, wrested the whole matter from 
the hands of the people, by Summoning the old 
Convention—notoriously a pro-slavery body—to 
act upon that subject. In that body he opposed 





immediate emancipation, and threw all the 





weight of his influence in favor of the scheme 


which was finally adopted, not for the purpose 
of delivering Missouri from that which has curs- 
ed her beyond measure, and alinost beyond en- 
durance, but with the well understood imtent of 
continuing it to the latest possible day, and, in 
the language ot a delegate from one of the stroug. 
est pro-slavery districts in the state, subsequent. 
ly addressed to a meeting of his constituents, “in 
order that something should be done to save 
slave property trom utter waste: and spoliation, 
and give to slaveholders a briet opportunity to 
make the best disposition in their power of their 
slaves.” ; 

Every act of his administration, any wise con- 
nected with slavery, lias demonstrated that the 
position assumed in his inangural proclamation 
has never been abandoned, im fact or in intent, 
and will not be as long as he continnes Gover- 
nor. 

Krom the antagonism of the Radicals of Mis- 
souri to such a policy, have arisen the contlicts 
which you, Mr. President. have been pleased 
heretofore to term a “factional quarrel.” With 
all respect, we deny that the Radicals of Mis 
souri have been or are, in any sense, a party to 
any such quarrel. Weare no factionists : but 
men earnestly intent upon doing our part toward 
rescuing this great nation trom the assaults 
which slavery is aiming at its life. We are loy- 
trying to do that, while Conservatism im 
Missouri ts iryihy how not to do it, and yet ap- 
pear loyal. No joyalty such as our constituents 
have exhibited, ever did or ever will character- 
ize aw faction. We our State Executive 
because his policy is, in our judgement, adverse 
to true loyalty and to the vital iterests of 
State.

We deelare 
IL lo be wn incontrovertible tact, that known identi 
lication with the radical Union party is ulmost 
certain to exclude an individual from any official 
position in those troops. Many such men have 
been summarily dismissed trom important com- 
mands, without eXplanation, and their places sup-

It has been too 
marked a fact to escape notice, that the officers 
iuus dismissed were generally those who had dis 
Unguished themselves by the vigor with which 
they pursued traitors, and those who fed, clothed, 
and shielded them; while we believe it to be 
suricUy true, that no one has been dismissed be- 
vuuse of neglect or ineflicieucy in that work, 
Companics aud regiments of the enrolled militia, 
Which pursued reveis, guerrillas, bushwhackers. 
and their accomplices with a legiluimate severity, 
have been disbanded, under circumstances which 
left upou loyal minds the painful conviction that 
their oficuse was a too active and resolute effort 
to route and destroy those fiendish marauders. In 
every way the people of Missouri have been forced 
to learn, that rigor toward those enemies of law. 
order, property, life, and loyalty, commends no 
man to the favor ot our Executive. It is equally 
well known that those who cordially sustain your 
Proclamation of hinancipation, and your policy 
of arming the negroes, fail under his ‘displeasure 
in the bestowal ot appointments, 

The result of all this is only what would in- 
evitably follow. Disloyalty, under the alias ot 
Conseryatisin, is presumptuous and defiant. In 
large portions of our State it is far safer to be 
Known as disloyal than as truly Joyal. ‘Thous- 
ands of Union men have been driven from their 
homes beggared, and multitudes haye been mur- 
dered white pursuing their peaceful avocations 
viten in the presence of their families— for no 
uttense but that of uucompromising fidelity to the 
Umon. ‘Lhe whole country was shocked at the 
recent awlul tragedy at Lawrence, in our neigh- 
bor State of Kausas, but were that multiplied a 
hundredtold, it would not equal the sum of the 
outrages which loyal men haye suffered in Mis- 
sourl, but which, occurring in detached instances 
and isolated positions, are little heard of, away 
trom the immediate Vicinity, and, therefore, come 
not to your knowled It is a lamentable tact, 
that in the larger part of our State the property 
and life of a Union man are Jess secure now, than 
they were when rebel armies were there. 

in sober truth, Mr. President, the condition of 
loyal people there is rapidly becoming, intolera- 
ble. Lo what further extent our suffering 
brethren can bear in patience the load of unimeri- 
ted wrongs which presses them on every side, God 
only knows. And all this we unhesitatingly lay 
to the charge of Gov. Gamble’s pro-slavery con- 
servative policy, which infects all administrations, 
civil and military, discourages and depresses loy- 
alty, and elevates disloyalty into a predominance 
which is galling to the last degree to the uncon- 
ditional Lnion men of Missouri. 

We desire, Mr. President, distinctly to invoke 
your attention to the organization by Gov. Gamble 
ofthe enrolled militia ot Missouri, “It is a matter 
in which, in our judgment, the Government of the 
United States is concerned. We have already 
stated that it is the opinion of many of the ablest 
jurists of our State that the organization of that 
militia force is without any warrant of law. It 
has proceeded solely from the will of the Gover- 
nor. Seventy-five regiments have been organized, 
and, as before Stated, all the officers above the 
rank of Captain receive their appointments from 
him. It has been officially announced that this is 
a State force, organized under State authority, 
whose duty is to enforce the laws of the State, 
and that to those laws alone they are amenable. 
This force is furnished with subsistence, forage 
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and transportation by the United States; and 
yet, by orders from the headquarters of the State, 
they were prohibited from rendering assistance in 
enforcing some order issued by Union aathority. 
Until recently they were used for the purpose of 
returning fugitive slaves to their owners. In or- 
ganizing this force, those citizens capable of per- 
forming military duty, who declared their sym- 
pathies to be with the rebellion, were, without 
commutation, exempted from rendering military 
service, and yet have received full protection ever 
since ; many of the loyal militia men being com- 
pelled to stand guard over their property. At 
the same time, loyal citizens have, without authori- 
ty of law, been forced, without having previously 
voluntarily enlisted, to enter the service of the 
State, for periods varying front one to eight and 
ten months; in many instances leaving their 
families wholly without the ameans of support. 
The organization of those troops has assumed a 
quase permanent character, by the creation of a 
torce known as “Provisional Regiments.’ The 
intended strength of this force is unknown. That 
resis entirely with the Governor. It is organized 
by arbitrary detail from the Enrolled Militia, by 
vilicers selected to serve ina Provisional Regi- 
ment. ‘The term of service is indefinite, its nature 
and objects undetined by law and unknown to 
those who are detailed, and the selection of the 
soldier is independent of any fixed rule.  I1is first 
intimation is that he has been detailed to serve in 
a Provisional Negiment, and he is not permitted 
to inquire by what authority he has been detail- 
ed, or into what service he must enter, or for 
what length of time he must serve. It is sufficient 
for him to know that he has been detailed, and 
must go at once, without time for preparation ; 
and if Le fails to respond immediately to the call, 
he is hunted out and compelled into the ranks at 
the point of the bayonet. In the gxercise of this 
arbitrary power intolerable burdens have fallen 
upon loyal citizens, from which the disloyal are 
exempt; in a word, a bonus is thus paid tor dis 
loyalty, and penalty exacted for loyalty. 

And we cail your especial notice, Mr. President, 
to the fact that on the Lith day of this month, at 
the very moment that the steps had been or were 
about tobe taken by habeas corpus, to test the 
legality of this whole system of conscription into 
the service of the State, the Commanding General 
of the Department of the Missouri issued a gen- 
eral order, declaring that your Proclamation of 
the loth inst., suspending the writ of haveas 
corpus in certain cases throughout the United 
States, would in that Departunent be “held to 
apply to all Missouri militia called into aetive 
service under the orders of the Department Com. 
mander.” (en. Schofield has thus mad> himself 
a party to Gov, Gamble’s system of eompulsory 
service in the militia, in a manner which, we res- 
pectiully suggest, was not contemplated by you 
in that Proclamation. 

In regard to this whole matter of the Enrolled 
Militia, we would further respectfully suggest, 
whether it is consistent with the Constitution of 
the | nited States for such a force to be organized 
and kept under arms by any State authorities ; 
and we hope it may please you, Mr. l’resident, 
to cause that point to be investigated. Bat wheth- 


er so or not, we beg leave, with all respect, to 
protest agaimst the further continuance of that 


system in Missouri. L’ermit us to say, with the 
lrankness due to this occasion, that Missouri is 
as much entitled as any other State to be protect- 
ed by the Nutional arms. Neither law, justice, 
nor equity demands that the burden of protecting 
her should be thrown mpon her people and ber |

Mr. President, we have laid before you a fra 
Statement of the condition of Missouri affains 
We have endeavored carefully to avoid ex. rvera 
tion, and to speak the simple truth. Much more 
might have been said, but we wished not to 
weary you, Seventy ot us, from every part ol 
Missouri, stand in your presence to witness the 
truth of our statements. We invite your in- 
quiries upon any point that we have ‘touched. 
We shrink from no investigation, We entreat 
you to observe that, in our ill-fated State, the con- 
flict is between loyalty and disloyalty. It is im- 
possible that both should rule ‘there. One or 
the other must go down, Whether the loval 
hearts of Missouri shall be crushed, is for you to 
say. Ifyou refuse our requests, we return to 
our homes only to witness, in consequence of 
that refusal, a more active and relentless perse- 
cution of Union men, and to feel that while 
Maryland can rejoice in the protection of the 
Government of the Union, Missouri is still to be 
the victim of a pro-slavery conservatism which 
blasts wherever it reigns. Does Missouri deserve 
such a fate? What Border-Slave State con- 
fronted the rebellion in its first spring as she 
did? Remember, we pray you, who it was that 
in May, 1861, captured Camp Jackson, and saved 
the Arsenal at St. Louis from the hands of trai- 
tors, and the Union cause in the Valley of the 
Mississippi from incalculable disaster. Remem- 
ber the home guards who sprang to arms in Mis- 
souri, when the Government was without troops 
or means to defend itself there. Remember the 
more than fifty thousand volunteers that Mis- 
souri has sent forth to battle for the Union. Re- 
member that, though always a Slave State, her 
unconditional loyalty to the Union shines lus- 
trously before ‘the whole nation.

The Letter of the Committee closes thus: 


We earnestly assure you, Mr. President, that 
as long as Gov. Gamble can, through his mili- 
tary organizations, dictate his policy to the Com- 
manding General of the Department of Missouri, 
our State will be, as it has been,a source of 
anxiety to you. Jui times like these, no such 
autocratic power as he has wielded for the last 
eighteen months should be intrusted to any 
State Governor, and least of all to one who has 
pledged himselt to use his executive power to 
the utmost extent to protect the institution of 
slavery.

Ability in the cabinet and bravery iu the field 
re allowed them even by their enemies, 
‘There is no pettiness about the people.” 
‘hey are industrious, dexterous, and acute, 
sentle and courteous, docile, obedient, and 
orderly. Even the common people have a 
grace manner quite unusual among the 
northern nations.  Wussians have been called 
the French of the North ; and even Napoleon 
admitted they make the best soldiers of any 
on the Continent, 
One of the remarable traits in the Russian 
character, is the regard they pay to the teach- 
ers employed in their families. For example, 
the class of governesses, treated so badly in 
England and France, find in Russia “honorable 
asylums and the cordial weleome of homes,” 
wherever they have spent their earlier days in 
their arduous employment of instruction. Those 
whom they have instructed, venerate them as 
second parents, and the parents of the pupils 
regard them friends and relatives. The 
language is described as being “tluent and 
concise, pliable and vigorous, tender and stern, 
redundant in imagery, laconie in axiom, grace- 
ful in courtesy, strong in argument, soothing 
in feeling, and tremendous in denunciation. The

The literature of Russia has its representa- 
tives In Lomonsoff as its 
sin its historian, Gret 
Schukowskij its prose writers 
and Pouschkin as its poets, The first of these 
translated HLomer, Viato, ILorace and Ovid, 
and the last enjoyed a wide European reputa- 
tion, and some of his best productions have 
found a competent translator into English in 
Sir John Bowring. 
Of the late authors we hear most of Kryloff, 
writer of fable; Namakoff, a dramatisi 
the satirist ; Wenovitinoiff and Win- 
somski, of the tender and melancholy school ot 
Madame Vanuloff and the Countess 
Rotopschin, who are universally recognized as 
graceful writers. Among their popular novel- 
ists are named Mouravleff, Katuschoff, Sa- 
goschkin, Shukoffski, and Benizki ; and among 
the philosophic and critical writers, Odojew- 
sky, Sollagoup, Dulgarin and Nicolas Gretch. 
We are familiar with the names but not the 
works of these distinguished men, and are un- 
informed as to the precise periods in which 
they have flourished, although many of the 
last-named have been our contemporaries. We 
have alluded to thein as acknowledged writers 
of ability, recognized as such by the best 
authorities in Europe. In conclusion, we may 
say that one of the most agreeable works on 
Russia, is that of Mr. John Maxwell, of this 
city, Who was formerly our Secretary of Lega- 
tion at St. Petersburg, and it would bear a 
second edition. We have said enough, we 
think, to convinee our readers that our new 
guests come from a country interesting in every 
particular, and if we do not know as much ot 
their literature as they do of ours it is our mis-

Ie 
Sialys Washing with cool sweet milk will prevent 
butter from becoming rancid, but he does not 
state how it is done—whether in the churn or 
after taking it out. We have tried cleansing 
butter by washing, aud find the practice a

the imilk—hefore it is gathered—draw off the 
buttermilk. Some of the butter—it being at 
this stage in small particles will pass off with
